on Truck Traffic 


Road Limit Not to Exceed 
28 Miles Per Hour 


New regulations affecting all 
motor-truck driyers and own- 
ers in Alberta were received re- 
cently, at the local license 
bureau from the department of 
public works, Edmonton, They 
constitute an amendment to 
the Public Highways Act, 1929. 

The new regulations, effective 
immedlately, are; 

1. No truck shall travel at 
more than 28 miles per hour on 
any Alberta road, 

2. Maximum gross weight 
of any truck havifig two axles 
shall not exceed 24,000 pounds, 
and the minimum load to be 
carried on any one axle’shall 
not exceed 16,000 pounds, 

3. The gross weight of a 
truck and trailer, or semi-trail- 
er, must not exceed 30,000 Ibs.. 
the load per axle remaining at 
16,000 lbs, 

4, The width of any truck 
must not exceed 96 inches, or 8 
feet and the length of a truck 
or unit mnst not be more than 
33 feet with trailer, and 50 feet 
for combination of truck and 
trailers. 

5. No truck having a flange, 

rib, clamp or other device at- 
tached which will injure the 
read, shall be operated on Al- 
berta highways without a spec- 
ial permit in accordance with 
special provisions. 
» Ifany vehicle or any other 
object or contrivance is oper- 
ated or moved in contravention 
to these regulations, the report 
continues, the owner and _ per- 
sons operating them shall be 
liable upon summary conviction 
to a penalty of not more than 
$50 and costs, and not less than 
$10 and costs,

Undulant Fever 


Undulant Fever is a compar- 
atively new disease, Itis new 
ouly in the sense that it is now 
recognized for what it is. The 
inhabitants of the island of 
Malta suffered for years from 
a disease known as Malta tever 
this disease was thought to 
be limited to that island, It 
was discouvered some year ago 
that this disease was spread by 
their regular milk supply which 
came from goats, 

Contagious abortion is un- 
fortunately far from being un- 
common in the herds of Canada 
The disease germ which causes 
contagious abortion is the same 
germ which, when it gains en- 
trance into the human body 
causes undulant fever. There 
are several varieties of this 
germ, close relation as it were, 
one vaiety prefers to live in 
ccws, another in goats, and 
still another in hogs. So it is 
that the germ responsible for 
a particular disease on the Is- 
land of Malta and which is 
spread by the milk from goats 
is much the same as the germ 
causing contagious abortion in 
animals in our country and re- 
sponsible for undulant fever In 
man. 

Undulant fever is contracted 
by man either through the use 
of raw milk from infected an- 
imals. By infected, we mean 
animals which have the germ 
in their bodies. 

Since the disease was recog- 
nized in this country, a number 
of cases have been reported. 
The disease varies in its sever- 
ity. There is fever, headache

The wearing 
of gloves, the prompt and prop- 
er attention given to breaks 
in the skin, the thorough wash- 
ing of hands, are’ the the 
measures of | self-protection 
which such workers should 
use regularly in their own in- 
terests.

Canada Sends 
$.0.8. for Insects 


Canada wants more insects. 

She wants them so badly that 
a scientist is being sent post- 
haste to Central Europe by the 
federal department of agricult- 
ure and the Empire marketing 
board, with instructions to cap- 
ture and send the insects back 
to Canada. 
They are wanted to eat three 
of the Canadian farmers worst 
enemies—the balsam wooly 
aphis a forest insect called Dip- 
rion polytomum and the wheat- 
stem sawfly ;' 

Recently the department 
wrote to the British parasite 
breeding laboratory, Farnham 
Royal, England}(the central in- 
sect parasite breeding and dis- 
tributing centre for the Empiro, 
whose director, Dr. W. R, 
Thompson, is a Canadian scien- 
tist) and asked thier’ help in 
combating the preasent severe 
outbreak of theforest insect 
in the Gaspe Peinstla, Quebec. 
They also asked for assistence 
in fighting the plague of bal- 
sam wooly aphis which is caus- 
ing serious injury to balsam fir 
in the maritine provinces. If 
this intection spreads through- 
out the eastern forests, enorm- 
ous losses in pulp wood will re- 
sult. 

The wheat-stem-sawfly has 
been successfully tackled. Offi- 
cers of the Farnham Royal 
laboratories collected parasites 
in France and bred them in 
England.
